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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues the combination of Mills 
and Ahrens fails to disclose querying the HLR by the GMSC2 for routing informaiton for a destination subscriber upon receiving one of 
said call requests where the GMSC2 queries the HLR without requiring routing informaiton obtained in response to a query to the another 
HLR. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Ahrens is relied upon to disclose call requests directed to the second GMSC, which occurs 
after a midpoint of migrating subscribers. The applicant further argues the Ahrens only uses one call routing table, whereas the instant 
application has two HLRs. Mills discloses two HLRs. The Examiner would further like to point out only one HLR was introduced with 
proper antecedent basis. 
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
